Tropical Storm Batters Tri-Town 
By Anne Kakley 

She was downgraded to a tropical storm as she 
made landfall, but Irene still made her presence known 
to the Tri-Town, in the form of high winds and rain, on 
August 28. 

By daybreak on Sunday, wind pounded on the 
region, exceeding 77 miles per hour in gusts. Mattapoisett 
Town Beach was completely under water, including the 
parking area, and waves crashed up as high as the gazebo 
at Shipyard Park as fascinated onlookers gathered along 
the street to watch and take pictures. 

As a result of the storm, Ned's Point Road was 
cordoned off to traffic, due to flooding and high winds. 
Likewise, Point Road in Marion was inaccessible because 
of fallen trees and debris. Overall, emergency crews 
worked at a feverish pace to keep up with all the reports 
of road obstacles and down power lines, with Marion 
responding to 135 calls and Mattapoisett responding to 
163, all in one day. 

Meanwhile, a Water Street storefront displayed 
a message in its window: "Keep Calm and Carry On''. 
Residents did more than just carry on - some actually 
chased the storm and had fun watching the waves on the

shore. 

"Have you ever seen anything like this?" asked 
one resident as she stood near the flooded entrance of 
Mattapoisett Town Beach. 

But the storm wasn't as entertaining to residents 
who had to evacuate their homes, like homeowners in 
the Point Connett area and Planting Island. A shelter was 
established at Sippican School in Marion, but most coastal 
residents under evacuation orders took up shelter with 
friends and family members further inland. Old Rochester 
Regional High School had been reserved for emergency 
shelter uses, but it was not opened because there were no 
residents requesting shelter, according to the Mattapoisett 
police department. 

Power held out for some residents during the 
storm, but at about 2:30 pm on Sunday, electricity finally 
gave out, leaving many residents in the dark. The heavy 
winds knocked out power for 200,000 customers in 
southeastern Massachusetts, according to NSTAR, with 
outages focused in the South Shore and the Greater New 
Bedford area. "Due to the widespread nature of the 
damage, NSTAR is warning customers that they may be 
out for days," NSTAR spokesperson Michael Durand said. 

Mattapoisett, who suffered the brunt on the 
power loss, started to get restoration on Tuesday morning, 
but a lot of localized power outages still were being 
reported when The Wanderer went to print on Tuesday 
evening. Areas without power included Mattapoisett 
Neck and the Cannonville area. 

Marion Police Chief Lincoln Miller said that some 
areas, like Delano Road and Point Road, would possibly 
not see power until Monday, September 5 at the latest. 

"We're still dealing with primary lines down in 
the road, one in particular at South Street," said Chief

Miller. "We need to get the wires out of the way before 
Public Works can clear trees.'' 

School in the Old Rochester district was 
scheduled to start on August 30, but the start date was 
pushed back to August 31, due to power outages. 

Prior to the storm. Governor Deval Patrick 
announced a state of emergency "to expedite federal 
assistance". It is unknown at this time how much the 
storm will end up costing the region. "We look to federal 
reimbursement, but that's done the road," said Chief 
Miller. "We have to get this cleaned up, first." 

No storm-related injuries were reported in the 
Tri-Town. Mattapoisett Police Chief Mary Lyons did 
report that structural damage to a home at 10 Pine wood 
Way temporarily displaced one family. 

Chief Lyons said that residents could take brush 
and tree debris to the landfill at no charge during normal 
hours. She said that she was pleased with Mattapoisett' s 
response to the weather emergency, but wished residents 
had heeded warnings to stay indoors. 

"We had people in the water, not thinking about 
what could be in there," she said. "One woman even said, 
'This is the stupidest thing I've ever done.' And it was." 
However, Chief Lyons expressed gratitude that the storm 
had not presented as a full hurricane. "All in all, the storm 
did some damage, but we were lucky," she said.

Mattapoisett resident Kim Corazzini wants to 
change that. When a soldier returns from a deployment, 
she says the community should welcome him or her 
home. 

"We do a lot of things for kids graduating from 
Harvard, but the truth is, kids in service should be 
honored as well," she said. 

To that end, Ms. Corazzini recruited the help of 
Barry Denman in the Office of Veteran's Affairs and new 
President Joe Murray of the Lions Club to assist with the 
effort. 

"There are a lot of vets who care that the kids are 
out there," she said. 

With their support, she hopes to decorate the streets 
where returning soldiers reside with yellow ribbons, 
signs and other markers welcoming them home. 
Specifically, the club has offered to provide signs and 
ribbons and the Veteran's office would supply flags. Ms. 
Corazzini said she is hoping more locals would notify the 
veteran's office or club when a soldier is heading home. 
"We can't do anything if we don't know," she added. 

Ms. Corazzini's idea has support from local 
families with loved ones in the service. For Chris 
Rosperich, mother of Lieutenant Corporal Greg 
Rosperich - a U.S. marine and Mattapoisett resident 
who is returning home on September 2 after two tours of 
service in Afghanistan - some recognition for her son's 
contribution would be meaningful. 

"I think it is a wonderful idea, recognizing what 
men and women have done. . . There is not enough local 
media attention, and what they do deserves attention... 
Any recognition he gets is fine with us," Ms. Rosperich 
said. 

"It's important - I've never known for 
[Mattapoisett] to do anything, and some towns really do

without electricity, we're making do just fine, and 
we'll be ready for school," Mr. Gordon said. "We count 
ourselves very lucky that the worst effects of the storm 
for us were losing electricity and some trees, while other 
families north and west of us have been devastated by the 
flooding." 

Marion School Committee Member Christine 
Winters, who has children at the junior high and 
elementary school, also remained without electricity - 
with reports that her household could be without power 
through Sunday. 

"They'll survive off peanut butter sandwiches 
and granola for a few days," she said of her kids. In the 
meantime, the family charged their cell phones in the car 
and set their alarms with packed backpacks full of school 
supplies waiting at the door. 

"I'm looking forward to them going to school to 
see their friends. A regular routine is a good thing. You 
have to plan more in advance than usual. . . I'm going to 
be sleeping with one eye open all night. . ." 

By Tuesday afternoon. Principal Lyn Rivet said 
that school would definitely be opening August 31, 
and that teachers were excited to put the professional 
development they acquired over the summer to use. 

"Everyone is looking forward to an exciting and 
positive school year," she said, noting that the school 
has obtained "a great deal of technology" including 
interactive white boards for each classroom.

Rochester Memorial School students and teachers 
also were entering the school year with a great deal of 
excitement. With the $26.5 renovation and expansion 
project at the school officially compete after 18 months of 
construction, teachers were eager to begin the new school 
year with the new technology at their disposal. 

''All teachers have been in, many in the last hours 
before Hurricane Irene, preparing and readying their 
classes for the students' arrival," reported Principal Jay 
Ryan.

Parents 
are calling and asking us if school will be open, but I don't 
have a pulse on that. We're all at the mercy of electricity," 
she said. "There's nothing I can do but just wait and 
hope for the best. I wish I could give parents a definitive 
answer," she said.

the people around her. As a former seamstress and quilt 
maker, it's her natural way of giving back. 

At the Sippican Health Center, residents know 
Ms. Boissoneau as the "arts and crafts lady'', a woman 
who is seldom seen without art supplies strewed around 
her. On a Saturday morning, she sits in the activity room 
with piles of colorful yarn, knitting together dolls. The 
simple dolls of yarn, with small circular heads, a skirt 
cascading with strands of yarn and little arms, are her 
specialty. 

It only takes her an hour to make one - thus she 
creates them by the droves each week. She has made 
thousands over the past four years - and even donated 
100 dolls to St. Jude's Hospital. She also is known to 
hand them out when students visit annually around 
Halloween, to pregnant women for the future children, 
and give them to parents who are hosting children's 
parties to distribute as party favors. 

"Every time someone comes in with children or 
grandchildren, she gives them a doll . . . She has drawers 
of them," said Rosemary Lynch, the activity coordinator 
at Sippican Health Center. 

Ms. Boissonette spent most of her life in 
Acushnet, married to a man for more than 60 years whose 
photo now she wears proudly around her neck "He was a 
good husband, he gave me lots of stuff. . . and five kids!" 
she said. 

With little ability to hear, her art gives her a way 




for Labor Day 
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to communicate without speaking. "My partner in the 
room can't talk, and I can't hear, so we never fight," she 
joked. 

For now, she hopes to continue doing what she 

loves. 

"Any old yarn is appreciated," she said, 
expressing a preference for colorful strands. She would be 
happy with any recycled yarn so it doesn't go to waste, 
Ms. Lynch said. 

"I keep making the dolls all the time. I got to do 
something," Ms. Boissoneau said.

ORR Alum Presents Musical on Love

The rise and fall of a failed relationship is a 
roUercoaster of emotions, with love and optimism shifting 
into disappointment and unmet expectations, and 
eventual resignation and letting go. 

Old Rochester Regional Alum Aaron Valente and 
Christine Eubanks captured these emotions and more in 
their performance of The Last Five Years: A Musical at ORR 
last weekend. The two-person play follows the five-year 
relationship, and marriage, of Catherine (Ms. Eubanks) 
and Jamie (Mr Valente), with Jamie telling their story 
from the beginning to the end, and Catherine recounting 
the story from the end to the beginning.

RABBIT DIET 

My pet rahbit is getting fat. I feed her pellets and occasional lettuce. 
An all pellet diet is not healthy for rabbits. It promotes obesity, over- 
grown teeth, diarrhea, and the formation of hairballs in the stomach. 

What should I feed my rabbit? 

Pet rabbits need high amounts of fiber. This is best supplied by a diet 
of timothy hay or other grass hay. Avoid alfalfa as it has too much 
calcium and protein. The rabbit should be fed as much of this hay as 
she wants. 

What about lettuce? 

Romaine and other leaf lettuces are OK but iceburg lettuce has no 
nutritional value. Try feeding your rabbit other green vegetables 
such as broccoli. Start with a small piece then double the amount 
given on each subsequent day. This allows the bacteria in the rabbits 
intestine to acclimate to the new food. Overfeeding a new food can 
cause diarrhea and even death. 

Are there other foods to avoid? 

Avoid starchy foods such as oats, cheerios, potatoes, and most other 
foods that we like. Stick with hay, vegetables that are slowly intro- 
duced and some pellets.

The auditorium, hallways, and homerooms at 
Old Rochester Regional High School were packed with 
upperclassmen, new students, and curious parents on 
Friday, August 26, for the school's third annual New 
Student ORRientation. After the event. Principal Michael 
Devoll tweeted, ''151 students and 82 parents at New 
Student Orientation on Friday! Thanks to all the student 
Orientation Leaders!" Lots of hard work from the school's 
staff and student volunteers made the busy event a 
successful and enjoyable one for all of the freshmen and 
30-plus School Choice students attending, as well as their 
parents and guardians, who had an opportunity to ask 
questions of Mr. Devoll and other school representatives. 

Old Rochester Regional High School hasn't 
always had an orientation program of this year's 
magnitude. In fact, the senior class of 2012 never even 
had what is considered an orientation; instead, they were 
invited as freshmen to visit the school prior to the first 
day of classes, pick up their schedule, and wander the 
building. But as Mr. Devoll said in his introduction to 
the class of 2015 and the parents in the audience, once 
the new orientation model was created, the school has 
seen improvement in students' high school experiences 
and grades. He explained that Old Rochester Regional' s 
philosophy is that the first two weeks of freshmen 
year are crucial to a student's ultimate success in high 
school, and that the newer style of ORRientation (coined 
by Ms. Beth Forgue in the school's Special Education 
Department) helps make those two weeks better. 

In this recent orientation, new students and 
their parents came to the auditorium for an hour-long 
presentation, while the student orientation leaders sat 
on the stage behind Mr. Devoll. Mr. Devoll welcomed 
everyone to the orientation and introduced certain 
upperclassmen, such as the School Council President and 
senior at ORR, Shannon Frink, and Senior Class President 
Scotlyn Adler. Both students spoke briefly about the 
different activities that the school offers, and transitioned 
the discussion to student government. The freshmen class

was able to meet their class advisor, English teacher Ms. 
Morrell, who told them about the different offices and the 
election process. She then explained one of the first class 
activities that would happen during orientation, the class 
t-shirt contest. After touring the building and learning 
from the student orientation leaders about key school 
information, each homeroom would be able to design 
a class t-shirt, with the class voting on the final design 
sometime after the start of school. 

In the rest of the presentation, two seniors from 
the drama club presented a skit detailing what NOT to do 
in school, such as break the dress code, use cell phones in 
class, show graphic public displays of affection, and stroll 
(very slowly) down the hallways. The skit also addressed 
bullying, which is not tolerated under any circumstances 
at the high school. Mr. Devoll used the video to segue 
into school policies, putting a heavy emphasis on cyber- 
bullying. Mr. Devoll warned students that any cyber- 
bullying that occurs outside of school would be brought 
into the school for investigation. He also encouraged 
students to bring evidence of at-home cyber-bullying 
to the school, saying that the school can't help if no one 
knows what's going on. 

Other policies that Mr. Devoll discussed were the 
mp3 player policy (students can use music devices in the 
hallways, at lunch, and in directed studies assuming they 
follow protocol for doing so) and cell phone policy. While 
students are allowed to have cell phones in school, they

are to be turned off and put away during school hours. 
Mr. Devoll told students that they could make and receive 
calls in the front office, and stressed that parents must call 
the school to reach their children and not call their cell 
phones or text them. 

Meanwhile, the rest of the homerooms were 
divided between two alternated activities. Some 
homerooms received their schedules and immediately 
went on a tour of the building, finding their classes for 
the first day and learning valuable bits of information 
such as: the locations of the front office, nurse's office, 
principal and assistant principal's office, guidance office, 
library, and computer labs, and the insanity that is the 
bathrooms.

student orientation leaders about which lunches they 
have, the length of classes, the different policies, directed 
studies, the after school buses, and how snow days and 
delays work. 

In the last half -hour of orientation, the seniors 
in the National Honor Society visited the homerooms in 
which they have freshmen buddies. This summer, each 
member of the National Honor Society wrote letters to 
either four or five new students. Orientation was the first 
time these groups of students got to meet each other. The 
buddies were able to converse until the announcement 
over the intercom came for all new students to return to 
the auditorium for Mr. Devoir s dismissal. 

"We feel that [this] is a strong model that helps 
both students and parents prepare for the transition 
to our school,'' Mr. Devoll said. "The committee [of 
teachers and support staff members] met three times 
this summer and the one additional time to train the 
student volunteers. The essential component was 
student involvement. We are only as good as our student 
orientation leaders." Mr. Devoll also cited the importance 
of having the parents at orientation. "They hear the same 
thing that their child does and can ask questions that 
they would otherwise have to call the school to have 
answered," he said.

Coalition Helps in Mattapoisett Acquisition 

Nestled in the forest on the eastern side of the 
Mattapoisett River, the Eastern Box Turtle can rest easy 
for its home is now safe from development. In August 
2011, the Buzzards Bay Coalition assisted the Town of 
Mattapoisett in the protection of 35 acres of undeveloped 
land on the east side of the Mattapoisett River on Deer 
Run off North Street. The land has been documented 
as habitat for the Eastern Box Turtle, a species deemed 
critical to biodiversity by the state. But it's not just 
the turtle who can rest easy - it is also the residents of 
Mattapoisett and four other towns that rely on the River 
Valley for drinking water as well as the abundant wildlife 
downstream that call Buzzards Bay home.

The land is a mix of upland forest and wetlands 
with over 1,000 feet of frontage on the river and in the 
vicinity of the Town's drinking water wells. Proposed 
development could have resulted in several house lots 
on the land, which would come at the cost of additional 
septic tanks, fuel storage tanks and other potential 
disturbances and pollutants resulting from stormwater 
runoff. William Nicholson, Superintendent of the Water 
and Sewer Department of Mattapoisett, is ''ecstatic'' 
over the purchase. "Some people may not be happy that 
the Town would conserve valuable land that could give 
taxes back, but when you stop and think about the forests 
and natural shores that have been protected for public 
use, in the future someone will look at these pieces and 
appreciate the incredible value they have in the natural 
state," said Mr. Nicholson. 

Reducing the impacts to the river will result in 
better water quality, a critical factor as the Mattapoisett 
River supplies drinking water to Mattapoisett and four 
other surrounding towns with several pumping well 
stations that are in close proximity to the property. "We 
all have wells along the Mattapoisett River: Mattapoisett, 
Fairhaven, Marion, and Rochester, and the protection 
of public water supplies for future generations is 
extremely important," Jeffrey Osuch, Executive Secretary 
of Fairhaven and chair of the Regional Drinking Water 
Supply Advisory Committee, commented on the North 
Woods purchase. The Conservation Commission will 
hold the land for the Town and keep it as open space 
for habitat conservation and drinking water aquifer 
protection. 

The acquisition was a collaborative effort, made 
possible through the use of the Town's Community 
Preservation Act funds which the Town Meeting 
approved and funds made available by the Bay Coalition 
from a federal grant. It builds on prior successes shared 
by the Bay Coalition and the Town that have resulted in 
over 300 acres of protected land in the river valley. 

Brendan Annett of the Buzzards Bay Coalition 
couldn't be more pleased. "Protecting this clean and 
reliable source of drinking water is a critical priority for 
our region, and a very compelling reason to conserve 
these lands along the river," he said.

Local Lit 

Two Fang-tastic New England 
Books

Are you a vampire 
aficionado? Have you read all 
the Anne Rice books? Can you 
tell me all the subtle differences 
between Lost Boys, Interview 
with a Vampire and Twilight? 
Do you hunker down with a 
bowl of popcorn, by yourself, 
and sigh as you watch True 
Blood? 

Then Fve got a couple 
books for you. 

Like all things occult, the 
vampire myth is steeped in history 
Some people really do believe that 
vampires exist - many historians 
claim that the vampire legend is 
based in medical misunderstanding of 
tuberculosis. 

Tuberculosis, dubbed in prior 
centuries as "consumption'', was a 
dreadful ailment that presented with 
several strange symptoms. Besides 
weight loss and a cough, those infected 
with the disease would have red- 
rimmed eyes, be photosensitive, and 
have low-body temperature. In folklore, 
these "vampires'' - really, victims of 
tuberculosis - would replenish the 
blood they coughed up by draining 
other people. After the victim died, their 
family members would start to fall sick 
with the same disease, leading people to 
think that the "vampire" was returning 
to his or her family for blood. 

When discussing the legend 
of vampirism in New England, most 
people remember the story of Mercy 
Brown, a young girl from Exeter, RI, who 
died of tuberculosis in 1892. She was one 
of three family members to die of the 
condition, which was misunderstood in 
the late 19th century. "Consumption" 
was seen as a frightening condition that 
picked off family members, one by one. 
To explain why the disease seemed to 
take one victim at a time, and stayed 
within families, locals developed the

belief that the undead were returning to feast on their 
family members. 

Although the term "vampire" wasn't used 
quite yet, the vampire culture, especially in regards to 
its New England association, developed during this 
time. When Mercy's father began to show symptoms 
of "consumption", desperate villagers exhumed the 
bodies of Mercy, her mother Mary and her sister Mary 
Olive. Mercy's body - which had been in the frozen 
New England ground for months - was curiously fresh, 
with blood still pooled in her heart. Taking this as a sign 
of something wicked, the villagers removed the heart, 
pulverized it and combined it with water for her ailing 
father to drink. He still died shortly thereafter. 

After Mercy's death, legends developed 

surrounding her spirit. It was said that 
some visitors had difficulty photographing 
her gravestone. Others insisted that, when 
visiting, they would hear an ethereal voice 
say, "I'm perfectly pleasant!". Regardless, 
Mercy's story is one of the most essential 
New England vampire stories to date. 

Two great books that touch 
upon vampire legend in New England 

- including the story of Mercy Brown - are: 

• A History of Vampires in New 
England, by Thomas D' Agostino - This 
book is a very readable primer in the topic 
of local vampire legend. D' Agostino, who 
has penned several books on local legends 
and occult, shines particularly in this book. 
The cases span from 1784 to 1892, and 
detail how the vampire legend developed 
all over New England. D' Agostino does 
a nice job detailing the death and post- 
mortem practices of the time for rural New 
Englanders. This is a must-read for anyone 
looking for fun this Halloween season. 
Although the Tri-Town is not represented in 
this book, Plymouth is. 

• Food for the Dead: On the Trail 
of New England Vampires by Michael Bell 

- This book is one for the researcher. It is 
long and detailed, but also an incredible 
resource on the history of vampirism 
in New England. Mr. Bell, a folklorist 
from Providence, includes resources and 
an appendix of important places and 
people. Mr. Bell peppers in some personal 
experiences, weaving stories into his history 
lesson, to make for an interesting, scholarly 
read.

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Ift Who's Afraid?

Don't Be Afraid of the Dark, Starring Katie Holmes and 
Guy Pearce. Directed by Troy Nixey. Running time: 100 
minutes. MPAA rating: R. 

A remake of a TV movie from 1973, Don't Be 
Afraid of the Dark feels as though it, too, were made in the 
'70s. Aside from a few (not overly graphic) slashings and 
assorted mutilations, the scares are resolutely old-school: 
creaks and rustlings and whisperings in the dead of night. 
An architect (Guy Pearce) brings his young daughter 
(Bailee Madison) and his girlfriend (Katie Holmes) to stay 
in a Gothic mansion he's spiffing up to be sold. The little 
girl, Sally, is ill at ease even before the family arrives at the 
mansion's ornate door: she feels passed around between 
her mother, who doesn't seem to have time for her, and 
her father, who is busy flipping the house. The place, 
which we already know is bad news from an ominous 
prologue, intensifies Sally's bad vibes. Soon she and we 
see why. Little creatures live behind the grates, in the 
boarded-up basement. They want Sally; they want to play 
with her, and they come and find her in the darkness. 

Patiently directed by Troy Nixey, from a script by 
Mexican horror maestro Guillermo del Toro and erstwhile 
Spielberg /Lucas collaborator Matthew Robbins (the pair 
also worked together on del Toro's Mimic), the movie 
seems to aim for psychological ambiguity: the creatures 
may or may not be activated by Sally's repressed rage. 
(She's on meds, she's seen shrinks, and she's often seen 
drawing Vertigo-style spirals in her sketchbook.) But 
later on they're explained as malefic faeries — relentless, 
vicious things gentled down over the centuries into 
the benign parental invention the tooth fairy. (You can 
appease them only by leaving them human teeth, which 
they acknowledge by leaving an old coin.) 

The creatures have a certain creep factor. They 
scuttle like rats over the dusty banisters; they lurch, 
hunched over, on wiry arms and legs, looking a little like 
the monsters drawn by Berni Wrightson in the horror- 
comic classic "Nightfall." There's a fine, spooky moment 
when several pairs of hellishly glowing eyes appear under 




Sally's bed, confirming everyone's childhood fear: yes, 
kid, you're right, they're down there, and they know how 
to use knives. Brought to life by computers, the creatures 
are convincing, but there's still that Stephen King theory 
about the monster behind the door: eventually you have 
to open the door, and more often than not the audience is 
relieved to see what the thing looks like, whereas before 
you could horrify them by working on their imagination. 
It doesn't help that the trailer gave it away, either. 

The muted photography, which already looks as 
if it's been blown up for a drive-in screen, joins together 
with the loud bass-violin score to produce something 
amusingly retro. Sally and her father use cell phones; 
other than that, the movie seems consciously timeless, 
and most of the movie is a three-character play. This 
old-fashioned old-dark-house flick, rated R for "violence 
and terror," is perhaps an audible unseen knife-slash 
or two away from a PG-13; nothing in it is as scary (the 
clown doll) or as gruesome (the paranormal assistant 
hallucinating peeling his face off in bloody chunks) as 
the PG-rated Poltergeist. The parents are distracted but 
loving; the little girl is kind of refreshingly uningratiating 
— if she smiles once in the film, I must've blinked and 
missed it. She's plausibly haunted by inner as well as 
outer demons. The movie never quite draws a connection 
between the two, though; the subtext is there if you want 
to insist on it, but the script throws in too many details, 
forcing the creatures out of the shadows in more ways 
than one. It's a decent spook show, and parents who've 
just moved to a new house should keep their small 
children the hell away from it; also, it's not in 3D, which is 
fast becoming a big plus.
